A list of unwholosome weils was roported
and referred to the coyucil,

Complaints wore veceived of the oxistence
of o lurge number of nulsances in viulous
portions of the clty in the shups of ponds of
stagnant witor,  These ware roforved to the
council accompnuied by a request for the ap-
propriation of o fixed sum of wonoy for the
use of the bourd of health in m aking neces-
sary inapactions and annlyses.

The milk and daley questions were fntro-
ducod by un opindol from City Attorney Pop-
ploton to the effect thot tho proposed levy of
A thx of 81 upon ench cow owned and opes
rated by tho milk dealers of the city would
be Hlegal.

It was :l('l'l'll'\Ii!]L!l}‘ decided to allow tho o
dinanee to stand us now in force—loensing
the dealers sud requiring a fee of §i for each
wagon used. )
